The two Rhinewine Glasses in gold-tinted green 
crystal with engravings, the Champagne and other 
Glasses, in white crystal, the two latter cut in imita- 
tion of rock crystal and engraved.

mistakeable stamp of the influence of Italian Renais- 
sance which may be traced, in this branch of German 
Art, since the time of Hirschvogel (f 1560). 

Plate 14. — Stucco Ornaments from the Palace "Solitude" 
near Stuttgart, built by the Duke Charles Eugen in 
the second half of the 1 8 th century; from drawings 
of Prof. C. Riess. 

These ornaments from the Palace Chapel are cha- 
racteristic specimens of the artistic tendency of this 
epoch inspired by French Models. 

Plate 15. — Wrought Iron Grilles, the works of George 
Klein in Salzburg, first half of the 17th century, from 
drawings of Prof. E. Herdtle in Stuttgart. 

Plate 16. — Organ in the Church Sta. Maria della Scala 
in Siena, from a drawing of H. Herdtle, Professor in 
the Austrian Museum in Vienna. 

This masterpiece of early Italian Renaissance, 
mentioned by Vasari, is the work of Baldassar Pe- 
ruzzi (i486 — 1536). The judicious arrangement of 
the organ-pipes, and an architectural frame of great 
beauty, graced by the tasteful distribution of colours, 
produce the effect of perfect harmony.
